FBEE TRADE- VS. FliOTKCTION. 

Professor A. L. Perry lately delifored, 
at, Concord, N.,H., a highly instructive 
and exhaustive address upon the per- 
nicious efieots which the polioy of a tariff 
that aimed not merely at the production 
of a revenue but at the coQsorvatioD in- 
ternal trade interests, had upon the 
Americans' as a people. He says that 
taxes on imports have the same efleotthat 
that tases un exports ivould have; and 
that there is no use in carrying surplus 
goods out of a country if pay cannot be 
taken back for them — "for buy and sell- 
ing are simply the exchange uf goods for 
other goods." "Such a tariff says to peo- 
ple who want to trade, 'you shall not 
trade; stop it. It is profitable certainly, 
but we want that certain men shall trade 
at' a greater advantage than they notv 
trade." Professor Perry olainaed that 
every prosectivo tariff that was ever enact- 
ed said, in aubstiuice, that unproiilable 
branches of industry were mora profitable 
than profitable branches, which theory 
thus reduced proclaimed its own absurdi- 
ty. The system of protection was suicidal 
to the general prosperity of a country, and 
iniquitous because it fostered monopoly in 
home manufactures. As an illustration 
ho quoted from a speech deliverud by Mr. 
Chamberlain to his constituents, at fiir- 
tuiiigham, in whiahNtbat^gentleman told 
how a few year8;>.iig6};",repro^^^ of 
the Providence- ;sorew comDany in the 
United States waited upon his firm and 
said: 

'•VYo are making 100 per cent, on our 
capital every year, mid you send your 
BorewB into the United States. We can 
undersell' you ic we want to, but that 

' would not be for your interest or for oura. 
If you will stop sending any screws into 
oiir market, we will keep the price of our 
■crews where:it is, enabling us to double 
•our capital yearly, and we will pay you 

'•■ 820,000 annuully for so doing." 

. ''Very well," said Mr. Chamberlain, 
" we made that bargain,, and for several 
years they paid us this sum, until the 
duty on screws imported into the United 
States WHS raised to such a figure th U we 
could not send our-screws there, and then 
they ceased to pay ua this sum." 

Where, the lecturer asked, did that 
950,000 cotoe from, and answered it 
himself by sajyng that th» citieeins of -the 
United States paid it to keep competition 
out of the American market; and while 
doing ao got no belter or chouper article 
in return for such an enormous axpcndi- 
ture. He said that there were to day 
1,600,000 men in the United States alone 
who were in a state of enforced idleness, 
with poverty staring them in the face 
simply because the markets for their 
country's products had been cut oflf; that 
the mills and factories, if runninu; at full 
time four months out of the year, would 
supply the whole domestic demand and 
all the foreign demand that is possible 
under the present circumstances, and 
that the state of things was getting worse 
every year. 

The problem of international commer- 
cial relations is one which it would be 
presumption for any person to denlare 
himself able to solve. The solution can 
only Home by experiment, though to this 
and the interchange ot views is neaessari- 
ly advantageous. VVe are of opinion, with 
many others, that were free trade univor- 
•a] — that is to say were all duties abolish- 
ed except thnae sufficient to bring in an 
honest revenue — it would be found that 
while working favorably to all the nations, 
it would be more especially advantageous 
to their working classes, which reap less 
benefit from protection than any others. 
But na it seoms almost impossible to ob- 
tain the concurrence necessary on the part 
of BO many cnuntriea to establish univar- 
aal free trade, the next best policy is 
deserving ; of /'adoption — fair trade. A 
country that has adopted a free trade poli- 
cy, while compelled to deal with those 
whose tariir is prntoctive, pkces itself at 
a disadvantage that cannot be ultimately 
withstood. This has been recognized in 
the case of England, where the free traders 

^.wiiljia.ve to give way to the fair traders. 

£Th'e.ineces8ity of international reciprocity 
ia' an 'obligation upon which the proiper- 
OU3 commerce of a nation, to be lasting, 
largely depends. This has been shown in 
various phases — ingEngland, where free 
trade had to compete with protection; and 
in the states, whose heavy protective du- 
ties tend chiefly to harass her trade with 
other countries, and to a certain extent 
aid monopoly amongst her own manufac- 
turers: — though this latter evil admits 
of remedy by internal competition. At 
a ' propitious moment, fur its ap- 
paarancei] lhere!'{^"comea upon the 
■bene; fair trade-^whicH means (its advo- 

. cates explain) free trade with those coun- 

' tries that adopt free trade, and protection 
of home raanuf.icturea against the pro- 
ducts of a country thut follows the polioy 
of protection. Foreign trade conducted 
upon such an equitable basis surely must 
be beneficial to those countries engaging 
in it. 

POLITIOAL EE-'AOTION JN QUE- 
BEG. 

As those unbiased by party political 
considerations foresaw from the firat, the 
final decision of the Dominion goveirnment 
on the Riel qufstion was the one that 
would ciimraaud and ensure their return 
to po'wer at the next general election. The 
first indication of the fulfilment of this 
has already appeared in Quebec, where, 
an indeed all over the country, a remark- 
able change of opinion regarding the exe- 
cution of the sentence upon Riel has taken 
place. Deliberation has wrought with 
wonderful etTeot upon those fuilowers of 
Chaplenu who seceded from him in the 
heat of their first impulaaa; and who »re 
nqw returning to his standard with a con- 
fidence in the government that ia 
strengthened by the firm stand it took 
.Tvhen it refused to give its countHnance to 
a question of justice being made a ques- 
tion of politics. So general does the re- 
vulsion uf feeling appear to have become 
that several of the conservative members 
who noisily renounced their* allegiance 
'to their party have since inter- 
viewad the French ministers anking 
that some resolution should be passed 
which would enable them to go back to 
their constituents still in the light of oon- 
Bcrvative members. But the same UrmriesB 
which these members so blatantly de- 
nounced when it was applied to the agita- 
tion in Biel's behalf, they are now them- 
aelveav experiencing; for their offers were 
xefnaed in a manner that loft no doubt of its 
Bincerity, The cabinet, it is said, does not 
anticipate any serious dofeetiou omongst the 
French members and hava good roaaon to 
b^JJere that for every oonaerTative vote that 



is loBt'a refonh 'vote' will be gained, and 
also that not more thnu ten or twelve votes 
at the most will bo lost to the govemmeat. 
"With this feeling of confidence the govern- 
ment will meet the house, postponing the 
election until after the session. ' 



TME OOVERNMENT SALE. 

Last evening the Times in a lengthy 
and frothy article attempted to cover up 
its wilful mis-statements concerning the 
government sale of English Bay lotB. 
With regard to the list of names of pur- 
chasers published iaTheColoTxiat ol yester- 
day, our evening contemporary hientions 
that of Mr. Wm. Dalby as being a non- 
purchaser. The name was taken from the 
ttuclioncer's record book and shuuld have 
read Mr. John Dalby, a clerical error 
merely, and a very slim foundation for 
the mare's nest discovered by the Times. 
However, very little groundwork is neces- 
sary for that jou1rnal'B>!,!figgerer'' to make 
an array of foolish assertions and glaring 
fabrications, but in this case ho cuts but 
a sorry "figger." The conspiracy of the 
Times in its attempt to defeat tlie govern- 
ment sale in the interest of (Joal Harbor 
speculators having been frustrated by the 
suooesaful result attained, it ia but natural 
that it should show its chagrin, and to this 
extent is to be excused for its angry 
words. So far aa we are concerned, 
enough words have been wasted on the 
matter. 



.A. Provincial UuiversitT'. 

■ To.THB Editor:— My attention has 
been called to ''Immigrant's" criticisms 

on the project to establish a provincial 
university, and I have just perusud yuur 
editorial in reply. Your corro»iJ()iidont'a 
objections, us stated by him, certainly 
admit of tho rejoinder you have uiado to 
them, still I consider their forebodings 
not unreasonable. It is not to be expect- 
ed, however, that any unfavorable com- 
ments will hava tho effect of preventing 
the execution of tho scheme, when us 
many influential persons are in favor of it. 
I suppose the people have made up their 
minds on the main point at least, that a 
university mustbufoundud, — because they 
are already beginning to squabble about 
details. Nome desire that tho building 
should be erected near tho "goographiciil 
centre" of the province. According tu 
that, the college would be located at some 
remote uninhabited place up the Fraser. 
Others more plausibly claim that tho 
building should be situated near the capi- 
tal, the centre of population. "Immi- 
grant" thinks that the university would 
not be a success, owing to the difhculty 
uf supplying a sutBoient number of stu- 
dents; in this opinion I concur, but on 
grounds somewhat dififerent from those he 
has given. Suppose we estimate the 
population of this province at 30,000 
whites, 10,000 Chinamen and 30,000 In- 
dians, we need only consider tho whites, 
because they alone v/ould supply candi- 
dates for niatrioulation. How inadequate 
such a population would be to supply a 
a u Ifioien t; numbeir.^''o{ ^_s^^ be 
easily iltustratedr^ One oif the schools 
where I received my education was the 
public grammar school at Halifax, Eng., 
a town estimated, at that time, to con- 
tain from forty to fifty thousand inhabi- 
tants. Now this aohuul which was taugiit 
by university graduates, and had 
scholarships at one of the'' 'colleges, 
did not send more than three 
students annually to the universities. 
t)f course it is poeaible that s imo youths 
of the town might have attended other 
bchools before mairiculating; but I think 
I should have heard of them if such had 
been the case. Moreover, a miinber of 
pupils attended tho aohiiol from other 
parts of the county. Tho students re- 
main at the University between three and 
four years, yet I am sure theie wore never 
more than ten of us there at once. If in 
the proposed provincial Uoirersity '.wo • 
men are admitted, then acco'rdiiig to this 
calculation it might bo poaqible to collect 
twenty students — enough fcr one small 
college, not for a university. If the pro- 
posed university is to be at all worthy of 
the name, there will be required a far 
stronger tutorial staff than in a mere col-' 
lege. There would have ^ to be separate 
professors for mathematics, classics, 
modern history and literature, expari- 
monta) philosophy and, perhaps, several 
other subjects. To whom would these 
gentlemen deliver their lectures, if the 
number uf Bludeula were only what I 
have supposed? . , 

It may be olainied ;tHat a much larger 
percentage of the community would at- 
tend the university hero than in the caae 
I have cited; but I do not bob how this 
can happen. There were probably aa 
many wealthy people in Halifax aa in the 
whole of this province. In some cases 
tho sons of rich parents did not go to tho 
universities, beoauae they wore destined 
entirely for commercial pursuits, but the 
same thing would occur hero; and theru 
are certainly aa creat facilities in England 
fur persona of limited means to send their 
buys to the universities as in any part of 
the world, and greater, I conceive, than 
in any now country. "Immigrant" says 
that the university students in E.ii^land 
are drawn from a few great public schools, 
and a multitude of private oiiuh; but thisi' 
I believe, is a mistake. I have known 
hardly any university men who had been 
prepared in private schools. Outside of 
tho great public school.i, auch as' Harrow, 
Rugby, etc , the chief sourcea of supply 
fur the universities are tho public gram- 
mar schools, tfhich are to be found in 
nearly all the towns of England. Theae 
schools, which are quite free (no fee be- 
ing exacted), have existed for several cen- 
turies, as. ia shown by their names — Quten 
Elizabeth's school. Edward the Sixtti'g 
school, and the like. Besides these frt.'e 
high schools, there aro a muss uf si/.ei- 
ships, servitorships, exhibitions, scholar- 
ships, etc., many. of thorn expressly re- 
served for the poorer class of students. 
A large number of the most learned men 
that England has produced have obtained 
a university education by this means It 
was by sucb^assiatance that Sir Isasc New- 
ton entered-,tbe'.lidiveraity of Cambridge. 
Among living persons that have received 
such aid. Dr. Benson, the present arch-, 
bishop of Canterbury, and archdeacon 
Farrar, may be mentioned, who were 
both sizers at Trinity. Ir, is certain, then' 
that a university education world not ho 
within reach of a larger class here than in 
the mother country, The difficulty sug- 
gested by "Immigrant," that there are no 
schools for preparing students for the uni- 
versity, might easily be met by adapting 
schools to the purpose — if the population 
were here; but for apHraenoss of popula- 
tion there is no remedy except time. The 
establishment of a university would be 
tho legitimate completion of the system 
of public education, if the population of 
the province wore at least : throe times as 
large as it is. - / W,

New YoKK, Jan. 18. — Among prorhi- 
nent Canadians at the Windsor hotel ia 
Sir John Macdonald, premier of Canada. 
He was asked about tho affairs of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railroad. 

"This enterprise is regarded with the 
highest favor in England," he said, "nut 
alone by the people and bankers, but by 
the government. In fact it is looked up- 
on aa an imperial enterprise, and during 
my two months' stay I was frequently 
spoken to by members of the government 
concerning the benefits the road gave to 
Great Britain, affording as it does an un- 
interrupted highway from aea to son 
through British territory. Should there 
be any interruption to communication 
with India, Australia and other East In- 
dian poseessiouB, by way of the Suez canal, 
it is t'tilt that thill road would ufTurd easy 
opportunities for ciunmunioation with 
these Countries, and give England plenty 
of chance tu protect their interests. The 
road is complete, but very prudently the 
directors have thought, it . best tu watch 
the effects of the winter upon the road 
near tho Rocky mouDtaiua,beCore opening 
it for business." 

"Did you make any ai-rongements f ir 
colonizing along tho road when in Eng- 
land 1" ..ij 

"That has been goitig,:qD"forift long 
lime. Many Englishmen of means ari' 
arranging to take up ranches along tho 
mute; and then, tun, tho population wi'l 
bo largely iiicreasod from the farmer popu- 
lation of Canada, especially in Ontario. 
Land in that province is rapidly going in- 
to the hands of English farmers, and the 
old^Qwders,t|^rev taM^^ up land. Along 
the Dothinion'^ railroad land has a lower 
elevation than that upon the line.of.>the 
Northern Pacific, and the rigors of wiaterl 
aro not nearly aa great."

Ten Tboasand Cigarmakcrs on 
^ Strike. 



. EASTERN" STATES. - --, - . 

New York, Jan. 20 —The Pabifio Mail 
directors declured the usual quarterly 
dividend of 1;^ per cent. The net earn- 
ings fur the quarter were §384,000, and 
after paying the dividend there ia a cash 
surplus of S71,C0O. 

Nine thousand cigarmakers and other 
em ploy ($s of the ; trade, employed by the 
Cigar Blanufacturors AsBooiation, are idle 
to-day. Tho direct cause of the trouble 
is the refusal to employtJi of Levy Bros, 
to declare their atr.ko ugainsT uniform 
price list off and return to work. Em- 
pluyiis have banded therasolvea together 
to resist this demand. By to morrow 
packers in all shops . will .'have joined the 
strikers. The strike extends to the cigar- 
box making trade. When the packers 
quit wurk the number on strike will have' 
been swelled to over ten thousand. The 
manufacturers claimed they have sufficient 
stock made up to fill their order<< for 
several miintha to cqme. The packers 
going out they say will not deter them 
from supplying their customers with stock 
nuw made up but nut packed. President 
McCoy, of the Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, denied that the firm of Leohtenstein 
Bros had intimated their desire to with- 
draw from the association. The former 
had told him this morning that they 
would have no aettleineut with their 
locked ein|)liij<^j except through the 
cigarmakers' aasooiatiun. A meeting uf 
strikers is being" bald and arrangeiuents 
made for tho support of men on strike. 

The brewery tire to-day bruke out in 
the kiln room and was with great diOi 
culty exiinguished. The loss is esti 
mated at 830,000. 

The ateainer Crystal arrived hero to- 
day . from Lirith and Dundee with fire 
among the cargo. Th^ ciptain s.<ya the 
fire was discovered ten or twelve hours 
ago, but he had been able tu . smother it 
until he reauhea this port, when the 
flimes became almost beyond control. 
The Crystal anchored in tho haviiur aiiu 
fire-linuts were euon alongside. The fire 
is confined tic tho main compartment.

• ENGLAND. 

Lo.ND.'N, Jan. 20 — Tl;o t'.innel be- 
tween Liverpool and Birkenhead, under 
the Mersey, was fnrmaliy, opened to-day 
by the Prince of Wales Hnd'his two sons, 
Princes Albert uiid GunrKO. Notwith- 
standing the iiicleniency of thu weather, 
heavy ii'g prevailing iind enow falling, 
there were large cnmris present, both at 
Birkenhead niid Liveip<M l . At tho cen- 
tral statiuii, Bii kt-nlieitd, his roynl high- 
ness was presenitid with MD addresa by 
the Inhabitants of that city. The Mersey 
Tunnel railway company had provided 
accommodations for a great number of 
pernuns within the station, and tho entire 
space was filled with prominent people. 
All the prutninoiit buildings in Liverpool 
were handsomely deo irated with fl igs and 
bunting. A loyal adflresa was aUu pre- 
sented to the Prince of Wales by tho 
municipal officials of Liverpool. The 
royal party entered a special tniin at 
Rock Ferry, on the joint railways be- 
tween Chester and Birkenhead, and pro- 
ceeded through the tunnel, the party 
meeting with ovations at all points. 

The O.iieen arrived lidlLbndun to-day 
Ic&m Windsor castle. She drove from the 
railway station to Buckingham piilace in 
an ooen carriage, and received an ovation 
along the route. Her Majesty, who is in 
excellent health, will open parliament to- 
morrow. A deputation of loyalists from 
Ulster to-day waited on the Marquis of 
Hartingtuu, war secretary under Glad- 
stone. They pointed out that by the 
Irish league tho power of the Queen's 
writ does not run outside of Ulster, and 
they feared that tbff terrorism existing in 
the south and west of Ireland woujd ex- 
tend to Ulster, unless it was checked. 
Lord Hartington replied that in a few 
hours they would know the intentions of 
tho government respecting respecting tho 
Irish question/, and that until then he 
would refrain from deSiiine his polioy re- 
garding the matter. The marquis ad- 
viaed the deputation to do their utmost to 
enlist the sympathy of the English people 
in their cause.

They drove 
mMi from the works at Alice and charged 
on the wardens of the coke yard at th a 
place; then May field nnd Donnelly mines 
were visited. A mile west of here a boy 
named Menther was horribly beatori and 
the yard boss, MeCabe, was chased and 
hammered. ISvery oven front was crush- 
ed , in. The rioters have gone acrusB the 
country to the Rising Sun works. The 
greatest trouble is yet to come. Saturday 
will bo pay day, and on Monday ten d.*ys 
will have expired since notice to quit was 
given to the strikers, In the company's 
houses there will like'y be serious trouble 
when ejectment is attempted. Ihi report 
that the governor has ' been, called on for 
aid is untrue. Sheriff Stewart say^ he 
will not send for help until he finds him- 
self unable to cope with the disturbed ele- 
ments. 

A Oonnelsville dispatch says the Trot- 
ter, De-xtsr, Clinton and Franklin works 
are idle to-day, the workmen having 
joined the strikers at .Fort Hill. Over 
4000 men are nuw on strike, spreading 
throughout tho region. The Stonvitle em- 
pluytJa were atticked this morning, and 
five of them were severely beaten.

to run for fear of freezing- .tha water pipes. 
This is also .the case on QoVeriiuient street, 
■where there is- not tho'flovy_of i'liyijlerineces- 
Bary for those who nse it for manuf aotdri ng 
purposes. Should o Are occur it wouW'bs 
impossible to combat it sacces«f uUy as the 
■water is at presont, and if an alarm is 
sounded every citizen should at ouco close 
hia water tapj and allow the tire depavtmnut 
to secure power to fight the lire. Tbe 
practice of opeuiua wat^r taps during cohl 
weather is one of doubtful correctness. 
Every house should be jirovided with an 
appliance to shut the water oft' at night at 
the main supply, and thus Bccuro the town 
from any threateupd danger from tiro and 
. allow those who use it for mnnufuoturing 
purposes to obtain a ueoessary amount. 

Island Railway luspcctioii.

THE GREAT OPIUf^ SEIZURE. 

.IVho Gave the Business Away. 

How a Discharged Idaho Sailor 
Told What lie Saw. 



The seizure of 344,000 worth of opium 
made last Thursday by the rovenue cut- 
ter Oliver Wolcott, in commind of Uapt 
Moore, is without exception the heaviest 
^jver. made by any revenue vessel the past 
twenty years. Though the fact that the 
people on the Idaho had been carrying 
opium between Victoria and Portland had 
come to the knowledge of tho oolleotiir, 
and by him ar.d his force the olue had 
bepn obtained as to the whereabouts of 
this largo amount of opium; it would have 
been inipossibla to havo made the seizure 
had not tho Wolcott steamed day and 
night through , the intricate paasages of 
the inland waters of Alaska. ' 

Lieut. Bhodes was the first to discover 
the barrels containing the opium, though 
assured by the two men, Michael Martin 
and Charles Boroh, that the same were 
filled with futa landed by the steamer 
Idaho on her trip north. That the opium 
was stored at Kasaan Bay was well as- 
sured by Henry Hansen, a aeaman be- 
longing to the Idaho, who saw the four- 
teen barrels placed in the warehouse aud 
who, by a strange coincidence, happened 
to be a passenger on board the Wolcott. 
Your oorroapondont, wishing to get at the 
true inwardness of this greiit capture of 
opium, was fortunate enough to find^ the 
right man at the right timej^who'wabjeot- 
ed himself to an interview, as follows: 

"Hu-» did the cuatoina otHcials drup on 
this man Hanson I" 

'■Well, you see, after the Id»ho left 
here on New Year's day for Portland, it 
appears that Hansen got left; at any rate 
he remained around town awaiting her 
return, and having no money, one of the 
customs inapectora took pity on him and 
paid his board. But Uaasen, though so 
kindly treated, would nv)t 'give away' 
anything concerning thu opium still miss- 
ing, and he continued silent until the 
Idaho returned, and upon going on board 
to join his v«s8b1 he found that the va- 
cancy was filled and another man' had 
taken hia place. After the good old ship 
that for years had been his homo had 
gone and left hitn on a airango beach, he 
felt louesume, and again met his friend of 
Uncle Sain'a oastom house. Thinking 
that perhaps ho, too, might gotajub on 
the force, he became more oommunioa- 
tivo, and it was not long. before He re- 
membered a ^number of bairels that 
had been landed at the fishery in K.iaaan 
Bay. 

Collector Beecher immediately tele- 
graphed to the treasury departraont for 
permission to le.tve hia district and pro- 
ceed on the oiittor to Alaska and capture 
the opium. The cutter arrived on Sun- 
day, tha 10th inat. The collector and 
Hanson got on board, and she steamed 
away for Victoria The Idaho was there, 
and when Oapt. Carroll was told that she 
wae .off for Alaska he made- the remark 
that she would run ftshore before she over 
got there; he had no idea that the sar- 
vi -ea -,t Pilot Hioiia had been secured, 
who remained on deck of the cutter until 
she entered Kaaaan Bay, on Thursday." 

The Wolcott haulod alongside i^f Onion 
wharf yesterday morning and landed the 
fourteen barrels - of ^opium. Collector 
Beecher and the officers of the cutter 
were congratulattsd by their many friends 
on their successful trip. 

The whole amount of opium captur-d 
oh the Idaho and at KHsaan Bay is 3626^ 
pounds, valued stK $54,000.

Pitiful Scene in Ireland. 

DcBMN, Jan. 13. — Full particulars of 
thu evictions on thu estate of Lord Ken- 
more, who waa Lord Chamberlain under 
Mr. Gladstone, and .^-atf' whose seat the 
Prince of Wales stayed last siimmer, have 
reached here. In conBeijuenco of the bad- 
ness of the times the tenants found it iiu- 
poasibleto pay tho rents of their holdings. 
Yesterday a largo force of military and 
constabulary proceeded to Fananfore, to 
enable a sub-sheriff to carry out the evic- 
tions. The sheriff had refused to carry 
out the proceedings unless he was afforded 
an extraordinary force for hia protection. 
Accordingly tho polico with u hundred 
light infantry, all fully armed, accompa- 
nitid him. The whole cavalcade marched 
to the residence of a tenant, Wm. Daly, 
of Dromragb. The morninc waa bitterly 
cold. Men, women and children hurried 
from far and near across the ice bound 
fields.. The crowd ainuaed thumaulves 
with hooting at tho police and soldiers. 
Parties were dispatched to all parts to 
give intelligence, and horns could be^heard 
blowing in various direetions.' * 'Arriving 
at Daly's the tenant, in reply to the sher- 
iff, stated that he wa.s not able to pay the 
amount required, £79, one year's rent duo 
last September, and the sheriff set his 
bailiffs immediately to work. They cleared 
out of the bouse all the furniture, and the 
wife and familyVpf Jenjy^^^ 
to seek shelter in an'oiithbuse, the ther- 
mometer showing five dogreoa of froat. It 
was pitiful in tho extreme to witneaa their 
condition. An onormoua crowd had now 
assembled, who hooted, hissed and groan- 
ed at the police and bailiffs loudly. Tho 
military were kept standing at arms two 
fields away from the houaeV;' After turn- 
ing out the family the bailiffs locked and 
nailed up the donra. Tho whole party 
then left, amidst a storm of groans and 
hiasaa, and vigorously denouncint^ T,nrd 
Kenmore. There ia good reason to fear 
bloodshed before the end is reached. The 
ahorifi' holds 100 ejectment processes. Tho 
vast majority of Lord Konmore's tenants 
are in an imporeriehod state, and great 
destitution prevails. These evictions wero 
determined upon by tho Loyrd League, 
which is determined on an active cam- 
paign.

LoxDON, Jan. 14 — Eight hundred 
uueata aut down tu the lilako banquet to- 
night. Thirty-five hundred persons, 
many from a distance, assembled to hoar 
the apaeohes. Mr. Blake appeared in ex- 
cellent health and spirits,- He, spoke for 
an hour and a half. ' He ' condemned the 
national policy, as giving an unwhole- 
some stimulus to industry, leadings as he 
had predicted, to misery and depression. 
He blamed the tories for loosening the 
bonds of confederation, and aaid he be- 
lieved the link of union was leas strong 
to-day than ever boforo. The govern- 
ment policy had led to a greater exodus 
than in MV. Mackenzie's time. Ho .ad- 
vocated making our own commercial 
treaties, the enlargerao.^it of the ex-'r.idi- 
tion treaty, closer union with the repub- 
lic, and making tho senate elective. Ho 
condemned the taking of tho privilege of 
making the franchise from tho proviiicss. 
He condemned the too rapid construction 
of tho Canadian Paoifio before there was 
traffic for it. Ha blamed the Canadian 
Paoitio for fixing rates oppressively high, 
and generally condeini.ed tha Northwest 
policy of tho government. He deprecated 
the attempt to misinterpret the warm. ex- 
pressions of ' the ■ Frobch-Catiadlans, 'and 
urgflsd greater love" and unity. He aaid 
I he question raised by tho execution of 
Kiel can only bo disposed of by a debate 
in parliament. In leftrenca to the muuh 
talked of alliance between the Bleus and 
Reformers, Mr. Blake aaid: "I know of 
no political compacts or alliances. To 
none am I partial.' I have *ftB]i!n8^ com - 
muhioations direct or indirSof wilh' any 
one outside of my own party." He 
hoped, however, that some alliance could 
be formed baaed on common patriotic 
principles which would in due time give 
to governments politioal death, as sure, 
aa stern, as awift, as any it., had meted 
out. The speech was; received with great 
cheering. ' ■ '

.■stone's bouse and took Maud away. 

Thisdpcided iiitiTftrence with Si.'">nr's 
acquaintance j,;8eem^^^ have worke'd 
hiin up tO; frenzy,' for on Tuesday after- 
noon lie got his revolver and went to 
the house of Mr. Hodge, taking ad- 
vantage of the lime when the owner 
was absent and the wife and daughter 
were alone. He went in by the back 
door, and after asking if Mr. Hodgi- 
waa in, he walked up to his neice nud 
throwing open hia vest, said: "Here 
Maud, kill me," The girl cried out, 
Oh, uncle, what do you meaii?" and at- 
tempted to get away, while her mother 
tried to get liim out. He then drew a 
revolver from hia pocket and tired two 
ahots at bis niece, both taking eflfect in 
her back.
